The question of raisiug Cigar Tobacco 
in StuUi F'iorida ia ranking ahead of all 
political topics many claiming that there- 
by the disaatrous effocta of the freeze of 
1894-5 may be repaired ao far as money 
is cwocenieJ. 

Thia state only famishes the necessary 
climatic and soil conditions. The essen- 
tial condition of climate is a hot moist 
atmosphere. Exjierts say it requires 
moisture from tbe seed to the cigar. 

Many poople are going to experiment 
this year, and 1 expect to hear of many 
failuree. The papers, railroads, experi- 
ment station, eooiinissioner and others 
are anoplying true Vuelta Abajoseed 
fo th' aiking. 

“In 1542 tobacco plants were taken to 
Spain from Cuba. In 1636 tbe Spanish 
Government formed a trust toixmtrol 
the business, from which large revenues 
were derived ” 

“In 1539 the Cuban Indians introduced 
tbe mode of smoking tobacco by .rollitig 
it into cigars They hod also siiiali pi(>es 
made of periwinkle abolis with slender 
reed stems.” 

Yet the white man of to-day is lonaid- 
ered civilised when in reaJity he is only 
imitating Uie savages of four ve nturies 
ago. 

Sweet potatoee and yams grow im- 
mensely here. 1 have seen two mention- 
ed liy the papers which Upped the beam 
at 14 and 17i Ihe. respectively. A gen- 
tleman near the capital says he raisen 
them at a coot of 11c per bushel and 
they are never below 40c, and often high- 
er in tiie market. 2S0 to 400 bushels 
have been raiead to the acre. 

Three methods of obtainiug the |>otato 
is practiced. The first is to plant “draws’’ 
or “sli|is” as in Keutucky. Tli«er are 
put out in March, and are ready 
for use in August Septemlier and Octo 
her. Tlie second Is to push a piece of 
vine about a foot and a half long into Uie 
moist earth in July. These come in as 
tke main crop in the late fall, winter 
and spring. The some vines planted in 
Aiiguatl aud September only begin lo 
form (xitaioes aud are left till next June 
as the third crop or “staud-overa,” when 
they are as large as any. I'he (locato is ! 
calle<l “the stall of life” in I'lurida. 

The truckers are now planting Irish ; 
potatoes, waiermelona, cucumheni aud 
other “truck” to deliglit the people of 
the frozen north. Turiiipe are pUnted 
ill the mouUis from SsiHemlier to March, 
c.-i.d>age iu the early winter sihJ btirmu- , 
da onions any time till January, 

in the early part of Deceuilier ws had 
a heavy killing frost, which caught many 
farmers unprepared and away went 
beaua, eggplauta and toouUoes. But 
they don’t despair here. Tney go Ut 
work again aud soon the garden is jieid-* 
iug.
